Two hundred and throo 


of them were found guilty, among thorn 
about lifty womon, Sentence of death 
was passed upon the six ¥ronoh print- 
ers, and tho other convicted parties woro 
condemned to hard labor in tho gold 
mines of the Ural mountains for life, or 
for ton yours. 
Tho doomed men and 


women burst, into piercing shrieks and 
howls, avid well they might; for, in the 
case of tho furmor, tho sentence includ- 
ed barbarous flogging und branding on 
tho forehead with red-hot iron ; while 
tlio womon, some of whom woro of re- 
Dncd descent, shuddered at tho idea of 
having to do tho most menial work for 
lifu or tea yourc at tho station-houses, 
where tho keepers ol' tho male prisonors 
reside. In their despair some of tho 
unfortunates threw themselves upon the 
ground, and thoir piercing cries, mingled 
with the clanking of their chains, pro- 
duced n truly horrible nll'eut.
